In planting, bear in mind the permanence of the pecan tree and its great 
size; allow plenty of room. Do not plant the trees closer than 40 feet to each 
other. In commercial plantings, it is better to space them 60 by 60 feet. 

In ideal pecan soils, the post-hole digger may be used to open the holes for 
the trees. Plant the trees about two inches deeper than they stood in the 

nursery row. Return the good top soil to the hole first, 
water well, and finish refilling hole with dirt and tamp 
well. 

In tight soils, it is better to open a good-sized hole so 
the trees will find a friendlier place in which to establish 
themselves.
